Is Brexit blinding us to a 
crisis of our own making? 


DOES anyone remember a life before 
Brexit? When news headlines were not 
dominated by either the debate leading 
up to the referendum or the endless 
discussion about just what form it will 
take now we’ve voted to leave? 

It has become now, for so many, 
both in Westminster and on the street, 
the answer to solve all our woes. 

Yet those woes are continuing on a 
day-to-day basis in this country and 
Brexit may just be casting such a dark 
shadow, we are losing sight of them. 

Pause for a moment and consider 
what is going on around you, right 
here, right now, and how, 
actually, none of them are 
likely to improve in a world 
where we don’t belong to the 
European Union.

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Could Manston be used 
to launch spaceships?

THE former Manston airport site 
will be pitched to the UK Space 
Agency later this month as a 
potential launchpad, it has 
emerged. 

Campaigners working to get 
planes flying again in Thanet have 
secured the meeting with space 
chiefs at the Royal Aeronautical 
Society in London on February 21. 

Bosses will hear a ten-minute 
presentation from the campaign¬ 
ers, who will champion the benefits 
of using Manston for launching 
spacecraft. 

Driving the movement is Russ 
Timpson, who stood for the Liberal 
Democrats in South Thanet in 
2015. 

He explained how there are two 
main methods of accessing orbital 
flight - rockets punching through 
the atmosphere vertically, and 
vehicles launched by aircraft 
taking off in the more conventional 
manner from airport runways. 

“We are trying to say that 
Manston has a viable future as an 
airport hub - not necessarily as a 
passenger airport - we are looking 


at all other possible revenue 
streams,” he told KoS. 

“If they’ll listen, we intend to 
report the results of the discussion 
to Thanet District Council.” 

Ukip leader Chris Wells said: “As 
ever, I am always interested in 
potential opportunities for the 
Manston airport site. 

“The opportunities must be 
credible, realistic, with feet-on-the- 
ground political business plans, 
even for a spaceport.” 


The idea has also been backed by 
Thanet North MP Sir Roger Gale, 
who told KoS: “The two [aircraft 
and spacecraft] are not mutually 
incompatible, and there is no 
reason why Manston shouldn’t be 
used for all sorts of purposes as 
space travel develops. 

“But that is a long way ahead, we 
need Manston to serve the UK 
immediately for freight and 
passenger services to the far east.” 

The council is currently inviting 


feedback on plans to turn the site 
over from aviation-only use to 
mixed-use in its local plan - a 
document outlining how develop¬ 
ment will be shaped in the district 
up to 2031. 

The land is currently owned by 
businessmen behind the Stone Hill 
Park project, who have submitted a 
planning application to develop 
2,500 homes and leisure facilities, 
and claimed this week building 
could begin as early as this year. 


Professor appointed to 
key role in inquiry into 
child sexual abuse 


£2.4m cocaine smuggler is 
handed lengthy jail term 


A LEADING professor from the 
University of Kent was this week 
confirmed as an expert witness for 
the independent inquiry into child 
sex abuse. 

The inquiry will “investigate 
whether public bodies and other 
non-state institutions in England 
and Wales have taken seriously their 
responsibility to protect children 
from sexual abuse, and “make 
meaningful recommendations for 
change in the future”. 

It has so far been dogged by 
resignations of key figues appointed 
to the panel. 

Professor Gordon Lynch, the 
Michael Ramsey professor of modern 
theology at the University of Kent’s 
school of European culture and 
languages, together with professor 
Stephen Constantine from the 
University of Lancaster, has been 
appointed to advise the investigation 
into child sexual abuse in child 
migration schemes. 

These schemes were operated by a 


number of charities and religious 
organisations and sent several 
thousand British children to 
Australia, New Zealand, Canada and 
the former Southern Rhodesia. 

Professor Lynch has already 
co-authored a substantial initial 
report, with Professor Constantine, 
for the inquiry on these child 
migration schemes and will continue 
to provide other evidence and reports 
for the inquiry as it undertakes public 
hearings as part of this investigation 
in March and July 2017. 

The inquiry will consider former 
child migrants’ experiences of sexual 
abuse, whether organisations 
involved failed in their duty of care at 
the time, and whether subsequent 
organisational responses have been 
adequate. With a substantial body of 
archival material to be reviewed 
from 20 organisations, this investi¬ 
gation will be the most substantial 
inquiry into these child migration 
schemes to have been undertaken in 
the UK. 


A DUTCHMAN caught smuggling 
cocaine worth more than £2.4 
million into Kent has been jailed for 
23 years.

Geoff Wybar, executive head of Gravesend Gram¬ 
mar School, said plans “on the surface were a good 
idea” but added “since this is being done in the context 
of zero increase in overall funding, it does seem to be 
rearranging the deck chairs on the Titanic”. 


Family's agony as they 
await formal ID on body 
found floating in river

POLICE carrying out tests to identify 
a body found in the River Medway - 
feared to be that of missing teenager 
Ben Savage - will not be finished for 
another “couple of weeks” it was 
confirmed on Friday. 

The family of the missing 18-year- 
old were informed of the discovery of 
the body which was recovered on 
Wednesday afternoon after being 
spotted by a passer-by near Roches¬ 
ter Bridge. 

Officers from the police search and 
marine unit attended the scene 
along with the coastguard, however 
the death is not being treated as sus¬ 
picious. 

It is feared it is the body of the 
teenager who was reported missing 
on the morning of Tuesday, Decem¬ 
ber 6. CCTV footage saw him walk¬ 
ing onto Sun Pier in Chatham at 
around 3.15am after a night out at 
the Tap’n’Tin venue in the town. 

His disappearance sparked a huge

police search of the river and sur¬ 
rounding area, but he was never 
traced. 

Shortly after he went missing, his 
mother, Tara, issued a statement on 
behalf of his family acknowledging 


the family were bracing themselves 
for the worst. 

She said: “After an extensive re¬ 
view of CCTV footage, we are com¬ 
ing to terms with the likelihood that 
Ben fell in the River Medway during 
the early hours of Tuesday morning. 

“Based on the temperature of the 
water, the river currents and Ben’s 
level of consciousness when enter¬ 
ing the river, we have to assume that 
he would have been unable to swim 
to safety. We would again like to 
thank the public for their over¬ 
whelming efforts searching for Ben.” 

Detective inspector Chris Green- 
street said at that time: “Tragically, 
the most likely explanation for Mr 
Savage’s disappearance is that he 
entered the river. The evidence is 
compelling when you also consider 
that it would be very out of character 
for him to go missing and to not con¬ 
tact his family or friends. 

“We have kept his immediate fam¬ 
ily informed throughout the investi¬ 
gation and I would like to pay tribute 
to them for how dignified and sup¬ 
portive they have been.”

Night flight 
disturbance to 
be managed 

NIGHT flights currently disturbing 
communities in west Kent will be 
managed to minimise their impact, as 
plans for airport expansion are set to 
take off, the transport secretary has 
confirmed. 

Chris Grayling addressed MPs in the 
House of Commons where he launched 
a consultation into plans for a new 
runway at Heathrow, issuing a signal to 
the world that Britain will be open for 
business after Brexit. 

Tonbridge and Mailing MP Tom 
Tugendhat told the Commons he had 
written to the transport secretary on 
numerous occasions, outlining his fears 
that airspace management over parts of 
west Kent is becoming a very serious 
problem for constituents, particularly in 
reference to night flights. 

In response, Mr Grayling said: “This is 
a very important point and it’s an issue I 
have been looking at - there’s some very 
innovative ways around the country of 
dealing with this. 

“One of the things we will be able to 
glean from this consultation is the views 
of the public of how we best should 
manage night flights in order to 
minimise the impact on communities. 

“Being able to follow more exact flight 
paths will make a significant differ¬ 
ence.” 


A&E winter warning 
as pressure grows 

BOSSES at a hospital trust in east Kent are urging 
patients to avoid A&E if possible as winter 
pressures continue to mount on the NHS. 

East Kent Hospitals University NHS Foundation 
Trust, which runs major hospitals in Ashford, 
Canterbury and Margate, says it has assessed the 
way staff have been deployed, in order to ensure 
more can look after patients that do arrive for 
emergency treatment. 

It is thought that half of patients who attend 
A&E with minor conditions could be speedily 
treated elsewhere. 

East Kent Hospitals’ chief operating officer, Jane 
Ely, said: “The winter pressures facing the NHS 
have been well-publicised, and hospital trusts in 
England are experiencing enormous challenges, 
particularly in emergency care. This can mean 
that patients wait longer than we want them to. 

“Patients can help us to ease the pressure by 
remembering that our emergency departments are for 
emergencies and life-threatening situations only.” 


Farage: We should 
follow Trump's lead 

NIGEL Farage has suggested Britain should follow the 
lead of Donald Trump and introduce ‘ ‘extreme 
vetting’ ’ to our borders. 

The former Ukip leader defended Mr Trump’s 
controversial travel ban which has caused uproar 
around the world, saying the US president is entitled 
to introduce the measures in a bid to crack down on 
any would-be jihadis entering the country. 

And he blamed the ban - which has sparked 
protests in the US and elsewhere - on Germany’s 
open-door policy towards those fleeing conflict in the 
Middle East. 

The Westerham-based politican and friend of Mr 
Trump, said: ‘ ‘He was elected to get tough, he was 
elected to say he will do everything within his power 
to protect America from infiltration by Isis terrorists. 
Now there are seven countries on that list, he is 
entitled to do this, he was voted in on this.’ ’ 

' ‘He is fully entitled to do this, and as far as we are 
concerned in this country, yes I would like to see 
extreme vetting.” 


Cathedral’s Dallas 
destined 19ft window 

A 19ft-high stained glass window built by experts at 
Canterbury Cathedral will be on display this 
weekend - prior to it being flown out to its new home 
in Dallas, Texas. 

The window, which replicates an original stained 
glass work in the cathedral, has been a work in the 
making by its Stained Glass Studio for the past two 
years. It will then be shipped to the US where it will be 
used by clergy to illustrate Bible stories for young 
members in the Dallas congregation. 

Director of the project, Leonie Seliger, explained: 

1 ‘This was a massive undertaking because the 
windows here were produced by the greatest stained 
glass artists of the time so to replicate their work would 
require an incredible amount of talent and skill.’ ’ 

Panels from the window will be on public display in 
the Canterbury Cathedral Crypt from February 4 
until February 22. 

The Crypt is generally open between 10am and 
5,30pm Monday to Saturday and 12,30pm to 2.30 on

Value of Hatton Garden raid 
rockets to £ 25 m, court hears

THE estimated value of goods stolen in the 
daring Hatton Garden raid has risen to 
around £25 million, a court heard this week. 

It is thought the prosecution is seeking up 
to £2 5m from five of the men at the heart of 
the conspiracy. 

The group’s oldest member, 78-year-old 
Brian Reader from Dartford, pleaded guilty 
to conspiracy to commit burglary along 
with three other men in September 2015. 

He was jailed for six years, and has since 
had applications for his sentence to be cut 
due to health concerns refused. 

Woolwich Crown Court heard that a full 
confiscation hearing is expected to last 
around six weeks, and a date was set for Jan¬ 
uary 15 2018, with a deadline of April 30 
that year. 

Philip Evans QC, prosecuting, said: “This 
is an exceptional case which warrants an ex¬ 
tension.” 

It had originally been thought that some 
£14m worth of goods had been snatched 
during the raid at Hatton Garden Safe De¬ 
posit Ltd. 

If members of the gang do not pay back 
what the judge rules they gained from the 
crime, they could face up to a maximum of 


14 years of jail time being added to their sen¬ 
tences, without parole. 

Tom Wainwright, for Reader, asked for a 
QC to be appointed to his client’s case, stat¬ 
ing they would have the required skill to deal 
with proceedings of this length and Reader’s 
health. He said: “The case is made more 
complex because Mr Reader is not in good 
health. He is likely to be in worse health 
come December or January.” 

The gang ransacked 73 boxes in London’s 
jewellery quarter after using a drill to bore a 


hole into the vault wall. 

At the end of the trial, two-thirds of the 
proceeds of the burglary remained unac¬ 
counted for. Although some of the goods - 
around £4m worth - were recovered, de¬ 
tectives were left with “thousands of items 
of jewellery”, including hundreds of gold 
chains and rings. 

The confiscation hearing, under the Pro¬ 
ceeds of Crime Act, will determine how 
each of the defendants benefited from the 
raid. 


A DEAL to end a bitter dispute between Southern 
Railway and drivers’ union Aslef over driver-only 
trains has been agreed. 

The two sides have been holding lengthy talks 
in a bid to resolve a long-running row. 

Around 1,000 drivers will now vote on the deal, 
bringing some relief to passengers who have 
suffered months of disruption because of indus¬ 
trial action and staff shortages.

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Anger as CCG bans all non¬ 
emergency surgery ‘til April 


Brexit will not delay Lydd 
Airport’s take off plans 



“The CCG is trying to make 
short-term savings which may 
have major consequences for 
patients.” 

Dr Ian Ayres, West Kent CCG’s 
accountable officer, said “Patients 


will continue to be referred by their 
GP outpatient appointment and be 
seen by a consultant. A judgment 
will then be made as to whether the 
required procedure is urgent, or 
non-urgent and could wait.” 


PLANS for expansion at Lydd 
Airport are set to take off, a 
senior boss has confirmed, 
despite uncertainty over Brexit. 

Members of the Lydd Airport 
Consultative Committee were this 
week told by executive manager 
Hani Mutlaq there was a long-term 
commitment to deliver on 
promises of a successful, modern 
regional airport supporting a 
substantial number of new jobs 
and acting as a catalyst for 
economic growth in the region. 

Central to Lydd’s ambitious 
development plans is the 
construction of a runway 
extension and the building of a 
new terminal licensed to handle 
up to 500,000 passengers a 
year. Planning consent for both 
has already been granted. 

Mr Mutlaq reported that the 
airport’s legal team are in the 


final stages of negotiations to 
buy an area of agricultural land 
to enable the existing 1,500m 
runway to be extended. 

Once resolved, tenders for the 
project will then be prepared 
and issued and he predicted 
that work would start on the 
runway “by summer 2018 with 
work completed by early 2019”. 

Meanwhile, rising demand 
for more business and general 
aviation facilities has led to the 
addition of two new hangars at 
a cost of more than £850,000. 

Mr Mutlaq told the meeting: 
“The airport is heading in the 
right direction. Our expansion 
plans are progressing and the 
support of the owner is strong. 

“Indeed we are even consid¬ 
ering bringing forward our 
plans - a sure sign of our 
confidence in Lydd Airport.” 


THE Royal College of Surgeons (RCS) 
has hit out at a cost-cutting move to 
suspend non-urgent surgery branding 
it “unprecedented and unfair”. 

Cash-strapped West Kent Clinical 
Commissioning Group has imple¬ 
mented the policy in a bid to make 
financial savings of £3.2 million. 
Some 1,700 patients will be affected. 

It means until the new financial 
year starts in April non-urgent 
surgery will be delayed as the NHS 
body looks to stay within budget. 

Clare Marx, president of the RCS, 
said: “It is unprecedented and 
unfair. Patients, some of whom 
may be in severe discomfort or 
pain, should not be made to wait 
longer for treatment because the 
CCG has run out of money and 
surgical patients are perceived as 
easily postponed. 


Garden city school all set 

THE first primary school at Ebbsfleet 
Garden City is set to open in September, 
bosses have confirmed. 

Cherry Orchard in Castle Hill will cater for 
420 pupils to service the growing housing 
developments in the area, visited this week

Probe

G0UDHURST father 
whose body was found 
hanged in a prison cell 
warned staff he felt his 
life was in danger after 
threats from fellow inmates, a court 
was told. 

The body of Levi Smith, 41, of John 
Stacey Heights, was discovered on 
November 12, 2014 in a cell at HMP 
Elmley on the Isle of Sheppey. 

Assistant coroner Allison Sum¬ 
mers told an inquest at The Archbish¬ 
op’s Palace in Maidstone how Mr 
Smith had been in and out of jail and 
undertook a drug detox programme 
after returning to Elmley in Septem¬ 
ber 2014. 

Mr Smith had raised concerns to 
staff about his safety after he claimed 
threats were made to him by other 
prisoners. 

He was moved to the segregation 
unit of the jail - primarily used to 
punish inmates who break the rules, 
but witnesses told the court it is also 
considered a place of protection. 

On November 11 he complained of 
chest pains for a second time and was 
seen in the health care unit of the 
prison where he expressed anxiety to 
staff about his safety and said he 
would kill himself. 


Staff raised concerns and a care 
planning system, known as Assess¬ 
ment, Care in Custody and Teamwork 
(ACCT), was initiated, where Mr 
Smith would be subjected to hourly 
observations by a member of staff. 

At 6.30am the following morning, 
he was found hanging in his cell and, 
despite resuscitation attempts, he 
was pronounced dead at the scene. 


In a statement read to the court, Mr 
Smith’s mother, Charlotte, described 
her son as “a popular, happy, family 
man who loved his children”. 

One of the members of staff he con¬ 
fided in was chaplain Ken George, 
who told the court he had worked at 
the prison for 18 years. 

“Prisoners report threats regularly 
and we deal with them on a daily ba¬ 


sis,” he said. 

“There are bound to be tensions 
among 1,250 prisoners.” 

Ms Summers told an 11-strong 
jury it would need to consider, among 
other facts, whether Mr Smith “in¬ 
tended to take his own life or intend¬ 
ed to be rescued”. 

The inquest continues and is ex¬ 
pected to run for at least two weeks.

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Funding boost set to unlock 
more than £100m in investment 


Government cash unveiled this week 
boosts key flood defences, town centre 
regeneration and road improvements

M AJOR capital projects 
across Kent and Med¬ 
way have been boost¬ 
ed by a government 
cash injection of some 
£34.2 million - and that could unlock 
nearly three times that in additional 
investment. 

Communities and local govern¬ 
ment minister Andrew Percy an¬ 
nounced on Thursday a package of 
projects across the county will re¬ 
ceive the funding, to help create jobs, 
support businesses and create new 
growth opportunities. 

Among them will be some £4.3m 
used to transform Dartford town cen¬ 
tre, £4.8m to increase rail connectiv¬ 
ity at Ashford International, £1.53m 
to redevelop Fort Halstead in Seven- 
oaks and £1.26m has been unlocked 
for A2500 Lower Road improvements 
on Sheppey. 

In Medway, Rochester Airport 
Technology Park, will benefit from a 
£3.7m injection and the Strood Civic 
Centre flood mitigation works project 
has received £3.5m. 

Elsewhere, £4.6m will be used for 
the Leigh Flood Storage Area in Ton- 
bridge - seen as essential to help in the 
fight against flooding in the town and 
surrounding villages - a further 
£4.4m for the A2 off-slip at Canter¬ 
bury and £6.12m for the Kent and 
Medway Engineering, Design, 
Growth and Enterprise Hub in the 
city. 

The cash was awarded to the South 


East Local Enterprise Partnership 
(SELEP), which drives economic 
growth across the county. 

This latest award is on top of 
£48 8m of Growth Deals monies al¬ 
ready awarded to the SELEP. Growth 
Deals are central funds from West¬ 
minster designed to unlock potential, 
create jobs and benefit local commu¬ 
nities. 

It is thought this latest investment 
of £102m will deliver an additional 
6,129 new homes, create or safe¬ 
guard 30,785 jobs and secure a fur¬ 
ther £141 million of private sector 
investment across the region. 

SELEP claims the £34.2m an¬ 
nounced this week will leverage some 
£112m in further private funding al¬ 
most straight away. 

In total, the SELEP Growth Deal 
from 2014-2020 now stands at 
£590.8m which is set to deliver 
78,000 jobs, 29,000 homes in total 
and attract a further £960m extra in¬ 
vestment into the south east over the 
next five years. 

Projects in Kent and Medway that 
have previously received funding 
have included regeneration projects 
in Tonbridge and Sittingbourne town 
centre, improvements to junction 
four of the M20 at Leybourne, plus 
the Maidstone gyratory and Rath- 
more Road link in Gravesend. 

Geoff Miles, SELEP vice chair and 
chair of Kent & Medway Economic 
Partnership, said: “This investment 
enables us to drive forward our 
shared growth agenda delivering 
economic growth, new jobs, facilitat¬ 
ing housing, improving connectivity 


and boosting skills. 

“The additional funding that will 
be leveraged into the south east as a 
result of these investments is testa¬ 
ment to the continued success of our 
area.” 

One of the key investments is in the 
Leigh Flood Storage Area - a massive 
overflow tank which stores rising wa¬ 
ter levels in the Medway to ease the 
river banks during heavy down¬ 
pours. 

There has long been a clamour to 
invest in it as a key weapon in the 
fight against flooding along the river 
between the town and surrounding 
villages. 

Tonbridge and Mailing Borough 
Council leader Nicolas Heslop said 
the funding would give local people 
more certainty on the future of flood¬ 
ing in the area. 

He explained: “Knowing that we 
will be able to deliver much needed 
measures to increase the capacity of 
the Leigh Flood Storage Area and in 
turn reduce flood risk will see signifi¬ 
cant growth to business and property 
within communities along the River 
Medway and this will give peace of 
mind and a huge boost to those who 
have been affected by flooding in pre¬ 
vious years.” 

Fort Halstead’s future has been far 
from clear for years since the Defence 
Science and Technology Laboratory 
(DStL) announced it was closing in 
2011 with the loss of hundreds of 
jobs. 

Formerly a top secret base which 
handled research and forensive in¬ 
vestigations into explosives, it was 
there the bus blown up in the 2005 
London bombings was sent for analy¬ 
sis. 

Sevenoaks District Council leader, 
Peter Fleming, said: “We are pleased 
that both SELEP and government has 
seen value in the Fort Halstead 
North & West 


project. 

“Since DStL announced they were 
leaving six years ago we have been 
working tirelessly with the new own¬ 
ers to make sure the site remains em¬ 
ployment led. 

“After a planning appeal a govern¬ 
ment inspector agreed and therefore 
alongside 450 homes any develop¬ 
ment will have to both resupply the 
lost jobs and see these delivered in ad¬ 
vance of the housing. 

“The funding will allow the council 
to work with the owners to help bring 
these jobs forward, allowing the fort 
to remain a major employment site in 
the district into the future.” 

The news was also welcomed by 
political figures in Dartford, includ¬ 
ing council leader, Jeremy Kite, and 
MP Gareth Johnson. 

“I am thrilled to finally hear the 
news of our bid that we have been 
waiting for,” said Cllr Kite. “In truth, 
the high ranking given to this project 
is extremely welcome but it is no less 
than our team deserve. 

“Working together the council, MP 
and SELEP have created, supported 
and lobbied for a funding bid of the 
highest quality. 

“Our strategic location and desira¬ 
bility for homes and business has 
turned Dartford into an area of high 
growth, but we have made the point 
repeatedly that the growth cannot be 
sustained without investment in in¬ 
frastructure. 

“This announcement is the first of 
several we need that must include a 
practical resolution to the nightmare 
caused to our town by traffic on the 
M25. 

“This investment will help fuel the 
transformation of our town centre - 
improving public spaces, helping cre¬ 
ate a new market square and allow¬ 
ing us to take a fresh look at the needs 
of pedestrians, cyclists and motorists. 


“It is only one part of the jigsaw, but 
it is a major one nevertheless and I am 
both delighted and proud of our team. 

“We have worked together with a 
single focus from civic centre to West¬ 
minster and it has paid dividends.” 

Mr Johnson added: “It will help the 
economic situation by bringing more 
people into the town, improve public 
spaces and help create a new market 
square. 

“This money will give Dartford a 
significant lift and I look forward to 
seeing it make a real difference the 
lives of everyone who lives in Dart¬ 
ford.” 

The two Medway projects - Roches¬ 
ter Airport Technology Park and 
flood mitigation works at Strood Civic 
Centre - will create at least 2,000 jobs 
and up to 325 quality homes, council 
chiefs said. 

Medway Council bid for the money 
with a view that both initiatives 
would attract inward investment, 
raise local aspirations and transform 
key sites in the area. 

Funding for the technology park 
will go towards the installation of in¬ 
frastructure on the site for future 
business, such as access roads and a 
water and electricity supply. 

Business occupiers of the site will 
benefit from Enterprise Zone tax dis¬ 
counts for a five year period to a max¬ 
imum value of £275,000. 

The brownfield Civic Centre land 
has been identified as a site for regen¬ 
eration and an ideal location for up to 
325 waterfront homes, but at present 
the site is at considerable risk of flood¬ 
ing and requires protection works be¬ 
fore it can be redeveloped. 

Council leader Alan Jarrett said: 
“This funding will help us to move 
forward with important projects that 
are going to be vital for Medway’s 
growth and economic success in 
years to come.” 
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Mum ‘well 
enough’ to 
leave hours 
before death 

An inquest began this week into the 
death of young mum Sian Hollands, 

25, who died while at a Kent hospital

T HE family of a Dartford 
mother told by hospital 
staff she was well enough 
to leave hours before her 
death say they are “dis¬ 
gusted”. 

Sian Hollands, 25, was declared 
dead on November 15, 2015, having 
been admitted to A&E at Darent Val¬ 
ley Hospital in Dartford the day be¬ 
fore, where staff had been “horrible” 
to her, a court was told. 

Her mother, Nicola Smith, told an 
inquest at Gravesend Old Town Hall 
this week, which will establish the 
facts surrounding her death, that her 
daughter was a recovering drug ad¬ 
dict recently out of prison, but vowed 
she had turned her life around. 

The mum-of-three told Mrs Smith 
and Carl Alleyne, a partner with 
whom she had an on-off relationship, 
she was suffering withdrawal symp¬ 
toms having not taken medication for 
three days as part of her recovery pro¬ 
gramme and was eventually taken to 


hospital by ambulance on the 
evening of November 14. 

She was prescribed methadone the 
next day and told she could leave, 
even though Mr Alleyne said she 
couldn’t walk and needed help stand¬ 
ing up. 

He told the court he had been with 
Ms Hollands the entire time, except at 
one stage when he went to the Costa 
coffee shop - barely 40metres away 
from where she was being treated, he 
said - to get her some ice after her 
temperature started to rise. 

Upon returning, he found she suf¬ 
fered a cardiac arrest, from which she 
never recovered. 

Mr Alleyne told the court he 
thought the quality of care provided 
by the hospital was “poor”. 

Ann Fleming, who carried out a 
post-mortem on Ms Hollands, gave 
the probable cause of death as a pul¬ 
monary embolism (PE) - a potentially 
fatal clot that can prevent blood 
reaching the lungs. 

She told the court a recent ectopic 
pregnancy, tissue damage from the 
resulting surgery, Ms Hollands’ 
weight and mobility could all have 


contributed to the fatal condition. 

It would be difficult for doctors to 
diagnose the condition, Dr Fleming 
added. 

Contrary to the testimonies of Mrs 
Smith and Mr Alleyne, A&E doctor 
Leyla Mohammed - who said Ms Hol¬ 
lands was her last patient before she 
ended her shift on the evening No¬ 
vember 14 - told the court Ms Hol¬ 
lands reported to her no chest pain, 
shortness of breath or other symp¬ 
toms consistent with pulmonary em¬ 
bolism. 

“I did not consider that she was suf¬ 
fering from PE,” Dr Mohammed said.

“The patient told me she was hav¬ 
ing methadone withdrawals. 

“Patients know their symptoms 
best and I always rely on them when 
they have the capacity [to describe 
them].” 

Dr Mohammed said when she fin¬ 
ished her shift she informed staff of 
“management plans” for Ms Hollands 
but told the court there was no 
apparent threat to her life when she 
left, and that she was “shocked” to 
find out subsequently she had 
died. 

The following morning, despite 
what her family claim were further 
complaints of chest pain and trouble 
breathing, staff at Darent Valley gave 
permission for the Priory Hill resident 
to leave the hospital, the court heard. 

Kamran Khan was the consultant 
doctor in the A&E that morning. 

The doctor, who first joined Darent 
Valley hospital in 2012, told the hear¬ 
ing at Gravesend’s Old Town Hall that 
the A&E department was particularly 
busy on the day in question. 

Dr Khan told the court he pre¬ 
scribed Mrs Hollands 40ml of metha¬ 
done - a drug commonly used to help 
recovering heroin addicts. 

Following an assessment while the 
patient slept, at around 3.30pm, Dr 
Khan told the court he decided she 
was ready to be discharged, adding 
that the patient had not informed 
him of any of her symptoms 
concerning chest pain or difficulty 
breathing. 

Ms Hollands died later that night. 

The inquest was due to run every 
day last week but is now well behind 
schedule after proceedings were ad¬ 
journed on Wednesday until tomor¬ 
row (Monday) at the earliest. 

The decision was made after Dr 
Khan disputed an admission by hos¬ 


pital chiefs that Ms Hollands had 
been “inappropriately discharged” 
and asked for leave to discuss evi¬ 
dence. 

Both Mrs Smith and Mr Alleyne 
told the court Ms Hollands felt staff at 
the hospital had been “horrible” to 
her but did not disclose specific de¬ 
tails. 

Speaking outside court, Mrs Smith 
told KoS: “These few months have 
been horrendous. 

“Darent Valley told us they would 
put their hands up and not hide any¬ 
thing from us and in the last six 
months they’ve distanced themselves 
more and more. 

“But I’m not giving up. 

“This is my daughter we’re talking 
about, she’s not here to fight her cor¬ 
ner but I am. 

“Every single day is a battle, I’ve got 
a seven-year-old granddaughter who 
cries every day because she can’t be¬ 
lieve her mummy’s not here, that she 
misses her birthday and isn’t in the 
audience to watch her school play. 

“I think my daughter was labelled 
a druggie and a waste of time and 
they didn’t expect what was going to 
follow.” 

Sister Ebony Hollands, 22, added: 
“I’m disgusted, I just want justice for 
my sister and my family. 

“Her kids ask for her every day and 
it’s just heartbreaking, I don’t ever 
want another family to go through 
this. 

“Now we can get some kind of clo¬ 
sure and I just want the doctors and 
the staff who were there that night to 
just own up and say they’re sorry.” 

A spokesperson for Dartford and 
Gravesham NHS Trust declined to 
comment until the conclusion of the 
inquest, which should continue next 
week.

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Fishermen fear 
a catch during 
negotiations 
over Brexit 

The traditional industry has been in a steady 
decline for years, but after hopes coming out of 
the European Union would provide a more level 
playing field, many suspect we may sign up to 
yet more restrictions on what can be caught

F ISHERMEN around the Kent coast 
are fearing for the survival of the in¬ 
dustry after Brexit as they do not be¬ 
lieve the government will deliver a 
clean break with the EU. 

The Thanet Fishermen’s Association and 
Whitstable Fishermen’s Association have 
thrown their weight behind a 90 page docu¬ 
ment by Fishing for Leave, an independent 
campaign aiming for withdrawal from exist¬ 
ing EU fishing regulations in order to regain 
control over the country’s fishing waters and 
rejuvenate the industry. 

Following Theresa May’s speech on Brexit 
last month, chairman of the Thanet Fisher¬ 
men’s Association John Nichols went to Down¬ 
ing Street to meet fisheries minister George 
Eustice and Brexit minister David Jones. 

He is campaigning for a complete repeal of 
the EU’s Common Fisheries Policy (CFP), with 
its quotas and principle of equal access to com¬ 
mercial fishing grounds for boats from all 
member states, often branded a disaster for 
Britain. 

But even after the UK voted to leave on June 
23, Mr Nichols and other fishermen around 
the county fear that the government will not 
have the UK fishing industry high on their pri¬ 
ority list when it comes to Brexit negotiations. 

Worse still, they foresee elements of the 
widely contested Common Fisheries Policy 
could be still be retained. 

“My gut feeling is they will retain the CFP, 
and possibly sell us off like Edward Heath did 
in the 1970s when he gave away access to our 
waters as a trade off for the common market,” 
said Mr Nichols, who took part in the pro- 
Brexit flotilla along the River Thames with Ni¬ 
gel Farage a week before June’s referendum 
vote. 

“The industry is a shadow of its former self,” 
he adds, “in the 1970s we had really good op¬ 
portunities, but they have slowly been eroded 
by the EU. 

“Most of the fishermen are over 40 and they 
are coming up to retirement with no-one to 
take their place. 

“Quotas just don’t allow you to earn a sus¬ 
tainable living, so most industries have been 
passed down through the family rather than 
attracting younger people into the industry. 

“Our main species is Dover sole, bass and 
cod. But we have been banned from catching 
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bass this year on the grounds of conserva¬ 
tion.” 

Quotas - known as the toal allowable catch 
- were introduced as part of the CFP to ensure 
protection of key fish levels to guard against 
over fishing. Each country is given a total 
amount it can fish in certain waters and that is 
then divided or traded among the member 
states. In addition, there are regulations over 
the size of each species caught to ensure fisher¬ 
men do not kill young fish which will eventu¬ 
ally breed to keep levels sustained. 

Although it is not yet known whether the 
quota system will be dropped upon leaving the 
EU, Mr Nichols and other members of the Fish¬ 
ing for Leave campaign fear that Mrs May’s 
plan to adopt EU laws into British law under 
the Great Repeal Bill could leave fishermen 
saddled with Brussels legislation. 

In a House of Lords report released in De¬ 
cember, it was found that the UK fishing in¬ 
dustry will need continued EU markets if it is 
to thrive after Brexit. 

It also warns that Britain may have to allow 
EU-registered boats to fish in UK waters as 
part of an overall deal, as well as suggesting 
that elements of the CFP should be retained. 

Green MEP for the south east Keith Taylor 
agrees the UK will still have to agree on fishing 
quotas with its European neighbours post- 
Brexit. He also said the reformed Common 
Fisheries Policy helps, not harms the country’s 
fishing stocks as it prevents over-fishing. 

He told us: “The EU is phasing out the dis¬ 
carding of unwanted fish and setting quotas 
more in line with scientific advice. 

“EU fishing quotas may attract controversy 
but they are often misunderstood. Fisheries 
ministers from across the EU work to set the 
limits, but it is UK government that is respon¬ 
sible for distributing the country’s fishing quo¬ 
ta. 

“Shockingly, the UK government has decid¬ 
ed to award a single giant Dutch-owned vessel 
a quarter of the English fishing quota. That is 
not an EU decision. In fact, alternative alloca¬ 
tion systems advocated by some pro-Brexit 
groups are already in place elsewhere in Eu¬ 
rope.” 

But Graham West of the Whitstable Fisher¬ 
men’s Association says EU-style quotas cannot 
continue if the industry is to survive. 

“When we went into the common market, 
we had the largest fish stocks and the largest 
fleet,” explains Mr West, who owns West 
Whelks on Whitstable harbour. “Now we have 
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the smallest fish fleet and the smallest stocks left 
as our waters have been abused by other coun¬ 
tries. 

“At the moment we have 250kg quotas of 
skate a month when other boats are allowed to 
catch fives times that. What person wants to go 


to sea for 12 hours and earn £80? 

“A lot of people that set the quotas are sitting 
in an office and haven’t got a clue about how our 
industry works. We’re told we are allowed to 
catch haddock, when we haven’t seen a had¬ 
dock in almost 50 years. 


“At the moment we also have a cod quota, but 
the sea is too warm down here and there is not a 
cod in the sea - although in the north of England 
they have lots. 

“Before you could catch what you want, and 
when they disappeared you would go onto 


something else. 

“But now we have people sitting in an office 
telling us what we can and can’t catch. 

“What we need is a regional board involving 
four to five fishermen who really can fight for us

and have an idea of what fish stocks 
are available in that area.” 

Long-term fishermen Bluey Wal¬ 
pole from Hollowshore Fisheries on 
the Swale estuary is also hoping that 
there will be an end to national quo¬ 
tas determined by the EU. 

“I left school when I was 14 and 
then did an apprenticeship to become 
a fisherman, and I never agreed to go¬ 
ing into the EU in the first place. 

“People with a university educa¬ 
tion do not seem to understand how 
inshore fisheries work. They give us 
stupid quotas at stupid times of the 
year. 

“I get a feeling that I have spent the 
majority of my life being walked 
over.” 

His eldest son Julian Walpole, who 
is a fisherman in Queenborough, add¬ 
ed: “Theresa May hasn’t quite made it 
clear what she is up to, and until we 
start hearing answers from her we 
don’t know what is quite going on 
with the fishing industry. 

“British waters should be fished by 
British boats, but fisheries are already 
saying we will have to use Europe’s 
rules and regulations because we 
don’t know our own. Until we start 
contracting our rules locally it won’t 
get any better. 

“There are too many people telling 
us what we should and shouldn’t do, 
but the truth is scientists who devise 
these rules just don’t understand.” 

As well as campaigning for fisher¬ 
men to have more of control of their 
own stocks, South Thanet MP Craig 
Mackinlay says he will be fighting for 
a better deal for smaller scale fisher¬ 
men. 

Smaller quotas are dished out to 
boats under 10 metres long, which 


primarily makes up the fleet in Kent. 
Because of these restrictions, fisher¬ 
men have reported a huge decline in 
industry in fishing towns like Folke¬ 
stone, Ramsgate and Whitstable. 

Explains the Conservative MP: “In 
Ramsgate, we have many small scale 
fishermen who are extremely envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly but are dished 
out appallingly low quotas. 

“The under 10m boats are also at¬ 
tractive for the tourist industry, as 
people like to come and see some of 
the old fashioned fishing boats. 

“What we need are hourly based 


quotas where whatever you catch 
you keep to ensure the survival of the 
industry.” 

He added: “Skate is a crucial stock, 
particularly in Ramsgate. But as they 
are protected across the EU, you can 
hardly catch any of them. 

“The fishermen are reporting that 
they are seeing lots of them, so it 
would make sense if they were able to 
manage our own stocks locally.” 

MP for Canterbury and Whitstable 
Sir Julian Brazier said although the 
number of fishing vessels had dra¬ 
matically declined over the years, 


Brexit represented a “real opportuni¬ 
ty” to rebuild our fishing industry. 

“I think the EU has been a disaster 
for fishing and that’s why so many 
fishermen have come to parliament 
to protest,” he said. 

“Whilst we need to re-assert our 
territorial waters, we don’t need to 
exclude everyone and our new deal is 
likely to be better. 

“There has to be something done 
about a system where we throw fresh, 
dead fish over the side. 

“What we also need is a better deal 
for smaller vessels, as at the moment 


too much quota is taken up by the 
larger vessels.” 

Speaking of potentially keeping 
some elements of the widely contest¬ 
ed CFP, Mr Brazier added: “Overall it’s 
in our national interest to negotiate 
where we can, but only we should de¬ 
cide what elements we should keep. 

“It’s important to recognise that 
fishing has been hammered by the 
EU. It will take us years and years to 
turn it around, but now we are taking 
charge of it.” 

Despite scepticism from fishermen 
around the county, the chief execu¬ 
tive of the National Federation of 
Fishermen’s Organisations Barrie C. 
Deas said he was confident fishing 
would be given priority by ministers 
in Brexit negotiations. 

“When the UK is out of the EU, that 
also means we will come out of the 
disastrous CFP. 

“That doesn’t mean to say our area 
can’t be shared, but we will have in¬ 
ternational fishing negotiations not 
dictated by Europe. 

“But at the moment we are gov¬ 
erned by EU law which means in the 
eastern Channel, 84 per cent of the 
cod quota goes to France and only 
nine per cent goes to the UK. 

“The deal we got in the 1970s and 
80s was so unfair, where fishermen 
weren’t given political priority and 
sacrificed to bigger economic inter¬ 
ests, and areas like Kent did the worst 
when the quotas were introduced as 
they weren’t part of a bigger federa¬ 
tion who would stand up for their in¬ 
terests. 

“But we met with David Davis in 
August and he said fishing will be 
high up on the negotiations with the 
EU, so I believe Brexit gives us an op¬ 
portunity to fix that.” 
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MP slammed on Brexit bill vote 
for ‘looking after number one’ 


Business secretary Greg Clark saw 
his Tunbridge Wells constituency be 
the only one in Kent to vote remain 
in the referendum...but he opted to 
back Brexit bill in this week’s vote

MP for Tunbridge Wells Greg 
Clark has been slammed as “disin¬ 
genuous” by a leading Liberal 
Democrat councillor, who claims 
Mr Clark “only voted for triggering 
Article 50 to look after his minis¬ 
terial career”. 

This week, all of Kent’s MPs vot¬ 
ed in favour of legislation allowing 
prime minister Theresa May to be¬ 
gin Brexit negotiations. 

The vote in the House of Com¬ 
mons was the result of a verdict 
from the Supreme Court which 
stated that parliament should be 
consulted before the process of 
leaving the European Union be¬ 
gins. 

But while the rest of Kent voted 
to leave the EU in June’s referen¬ 
dum, Tunbridge Wells was the 
only constituency in the county 
wanting to remain - with the vote 
seeing 55 per cent in favour of re¬ 
maining - a choice also preferred 
by its MP. It thus left business sec¬ 
retary Mr Clark facing the chal¬ 
lenge of either following the deci¬ 
sion of his constituents or toeing 
the party line. 

Speaking to KoS last year, he re¬ 
fused to be drawn on his voting 
intentions, but on Wednesday 
night voted for the bill. 

The European Union (notifica¬ 
tion of withdrawal) bill will allow 
Mrs May to invoke Article 50 of 
the EU treaty, and was backed in 
total by 498 MPs to 114 in a vote 
on Wednesday night in the Com¬ 
mons. 

The only other Kent MP not to 
back the government was Thanet 
North’s Sir Roger Gale - but not 
through choice. He was unable to 
vote as he was chosen to chair the 
committee stage of the bill. 

After keeping a low profile after 
the vote, Mr Clark said in a state¬ 
ment on Friday: “I am a democrat. 
We had a UK-wide referendum on 
membership of the EU and I al¬ 
ways said that I would abide by the 
result. 

“Although I campaigned to re¬ 
main, the majority voted to leave 
so we must begin negotiations 
with the EU. To begin negotia¬ 
tions, Article 50 must be invoked 
and so of course I will vote to do so. 

“My role as business secretary is 
to work hard and constructively to 
get the best possible deal so that 
we can continue to enjoy a strong, 
positive and successful relation-

ship with our European neigh¬ 
bours. If done with intelligence, 
patience and courtesy, I believe 
this is possible and I will do every¬ 
thing I can to achieve it.” 

But it enraged opposition par¬ 
ties in Tunbridge Wells. 

Liberal Democrat councillor for 
the St James ward, Ben Chapelard, 
was stinging in his views. 

He told KoS: “His vote shows his 
loyalty to the prime minister takes 
priority over anything else. Be¬ 
cause she’s given him his cabinet 
post, it shows he’s a Westminster 
man in Tunbridge Wells, rather 
than a Tunbridge Wells man in 
Westminster. 

“He has been completely disin¬ 
genuous. 

“He only voted for triggering 
Article 50 to look after number 
one - his ministerial career. He’s a 
career politician. He has no con¬ 
nection with Tunbridge Wells, he 
has just been placed there for his 
own benefit. 

“He’s out there doing Nigel 
Farage’s bidding instead of stand¬ 
ing by his priniciples.” 

Nationally, the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats were staunchly opposed to 
leaving the EU and have been call¬ 
ing for another referendum to de¬ 
cide on the final Brexit deal. 

Cllr Chapelard added: “We’ve 
accepted that we will come out of 
the European Union, but we think 
the people deserve a say on the 
deal we make, otherwise we’re go¬ 
ing to end up with resentment 
from both sides and the public are 
going to think the political elite 
have just gone straight above their 
heads.”

who had voted remain, made it 
clear to the Commons, before the 
vote, that he had the best wishes 
and intentions for his constituents 
in mind, and that he would work 
hard to deliver the Brexit that they 
asked for. 

He said: “For centuries Dover 
has had an important role as the 
gateway and guardian of the king¬ 
dom. 

“So in the referendum cam¬ 
paign I was concerned about the 
potential impact on border securi¬ 
ty, the impact on cross-border co¬ 
operation, the potential impact on 
trade, because Dover is, in a very 
real sense, on the frontline. 

“I set out these concerns to my 
constituents as well as my con¬ 
cerns about the medium-term 
risks to the economy. 

“There was a referendum and 
after a long debate, a thorough de¬ 
bate, people knew what they were 
voting for, and they made a clear 
decision. 

“My constituents are very clear, 
number one: There must be an end 
to unchecked EU migration,

“For Dover that has a real im¬ 
pact, I make no bones for that, and 
that’s why I am working hard to 
make this work. 

“I have put together proposals 
as to how we can restore border 
patrols at Dover effectively, I have 
put together a group on how we 
can manage customs leaving the 
European Union in two years and 
how we can be ready on day one, 
and it is the job of this house and 
each and every one of its members 
not just to respect the result but to 
make it work for the good of the 
British people.” 

Following the clearing of the 
first hurdle in parliament, the 
main Commons skirmishes over 
the legislation will come during its 
committee stage from this coming 
Monday to Wednesday, when MPs 
will scrutinise the bill in detail and 
put forward amendments for 
votes. 

The third reading of the bill, its 
final Commons stage, is expected 
on Wednesday February 8, and 
will give MPs a final chance to say 
whether they approve of the bill 
before it passes to the House of 
Lords, where the stages are re¬ 
peated. 
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Mixed messages muddy the 
real issue over transgender 

Medway author says one in 100 feel they were born into the wrong gender, but 
that a host of “misconceptions and ignorance” is making it hard to ‘come out’

T HE common perception of 
transgender people re¬ 
mains that of “ignorance 
and misconception”, 
claims an author who says 
there could be as many as 17,000 in 
Kent alone. 

Declan Henry, a social worker from 
Gillingham who has recently penned 
a book about the issue, believes “one 
in 100 people are transgender”. 

Transgender is defined as someone 
whose identity and sense of gender 
does not correspond to the sex they 
were born to. 

But Mr Henry insists barriers are 
beginning to come down and that 
“within 10 years everyone will know 
somebody who is transgender”. 

In his book, Trans Voices, which 
was written following interviews 
with over 100 trans people, he hopes 
it will help educate the public as to the 
issues involved. 

Speaking to KoS, he explained: 
“The majority of people will never 


have met a transgender person, al¬ 
though many will have seen a TV 
programme about a trans person. 

“Most people are still relatively new 
to this concept and as a result there 
remains a lot of curiosity, ignorance 
and misconceptions about the rea¬ 
sons why a man would ever desire to 
become a woman or why a woman 
would ever desire to become a man, 
and what the terminology used actu¬ 
ally means.” 

Dr Jane Hamlin, a transsexual 
woman, and the secretary of the na¬ 
tional Beaumont Society for the trans 
community, explained further: 
“Transgender is an umbrella term for 
anyone who adopts a gender other 
than that of their birth gender. 

“Transsexual is more specific how¬ 
ever. A transsexual is someone who, 
in legal and medical terms and under 
the Equality Act 2010, proposes to 
undergo or has undergone gender re¬ 
assignment surgery.” 

Although reassignment surgery - a 
procedure whereby the patient re¬ 
ceives the genitals of the gender they 
choose to identify as - cannot take 
place until they are at least 18, it is 


becoming more common for trans 
people to come out at an early age, 
and Mr Henry claims this often re¬ 
sults in the misconception that their 
declaration is a “phase”. 

“It is not a phase, or a lifestyle 
choice,” reaffirms Dr Hamlin. “People 
think you choose to do this, but you 
don’t choose it any more than you 
choose to be left handed. Many people 
suppress their feelings because of soci¬ 
ety, even though it’s more relaxed now 
than it ever has been. People still feel 
like they can’t be as they should be.” 

Following the airing of a recent 
BBC Two documentary, Transgander 
Kids: Who Know’s Best?, criticism 
has flown towards parents who ‘rush’ 
to put the label on their child. 

Mr Henry says: “No young person 
is rushed, because they simply can’t 
be. They have to go through thor¬ 
ough psychological assessments be¬ 
fore they’re allowed to start hormone 
treatment, and even then, they have 
to live openly as a transgender person 
for a year before they can have sur¬ 
gery. Although if they’re younger 
than 18, they’ll have to wait even 
longer than that.” 


Speaking of her own experience, Dr 
Hamlin says it took years for her to 
finish her transition to womanhood. 

“I first saw my GP in the October, 
and I was extremely lucky that he 
was so understanding and non- 
judgemental. I was then referred to 
the gender clinic the following Febru¬ 
ary and had appointments every six 
weeks with psychiatrists, until they 
believed I was a ‘serious’ case, at 
which point I was then placed on hor¬ 
mone treatment. 

“After being on hormones for a year 
I was referred to another specialist 
who diagnosed me with severe gender 
dysmorphia and pointed me towards 
the surgeon. Two years later, having 
lived officially as a woman and after 
changing my name, I had my surgery. 
That was five years ago now. 

“The real danger here is that the 
waiting list can be so long, or they 
can be fearful of telling their GP, that 
people will buy hormones from the 
internet instead, risking their 
health,” she added. 

Another common misconception is 
that gender identity and sexuality are 
linked. 



“Society often thinks a transgender 
individual is a gay person dressed up, 
but this is very untrue,” says Mr Henry. 

Dr Hamlin reiterates: “It’s not true 
that if you are transsexual you are 
gay. You can be born a man, who has 
a wife and children, but truly identi¬ 
fies as a woman, and goes through 
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gender reassignment, but that still 
loves and is sexually attracted to her 
wife. We, like any other community, 
have homosexuals within our group, 
but that doesn’t mean that we all are 
homosexual.” 


Yet the statistic of one in 100 peo¬ 
ple being transgender will lead to 
many raising an eyebrow. Especially 
as the issue only recently appears to 
have emerged in the public con¬ 
sciousness. 


Dr Hamlin explains: “The biggest 
fear for most transgender people who 
are hiding their real identity is that 
they will be rejected by the people 
they love. One woman I spoke with 
here at Beaumont was completely cut

off by her mother when she came out, 
and then her mother also told the 
woman’s siblings that if they tried to 
keep in contact she would cut them 
off as well. 

“But people are also terrified of hu¬ 
miliation by strangers. Society is scared 
of what it doesn’t understand, and with 
that comes hostility and abuse. That’s 
why it is so important that we raise 
awareness and cure ignorance. Per¬ 
sonally, I’ve been very lucky. I’ve had 
some abuse shouted at me in the street 
but nothing more than that.” 

Author Mr Henry added: “It’s a re¬ 
ally big deal for people to come out, 
and it’s often the case that when they 
do they receive various amounts of 
abuse. 

“The police are very good at taking 
trans people seriously and they really 
do have the law on their side because 
there are specially trained officers to 


deal with these kind of hate crimes. 
None of my interviewees ever criti¬ 
cised the police.” 

According to Mr Hamlin, questions 
trans people are regularly asked are 
“what if you change your mind?”, or 
“what if you later regret your sur¬ 
gery?” 

But he adds: “I didn’t meet a single 
person who regretted their decision. 

“Whereas before they came out 
some of them struggled with anxiety 
and depression, once they came out it 
was like a weight had been lifted off 
their shoulders. All of them felt re¬ 
lieved. The mental health issues asso¬ 
ciated with transgender people are 
often caused by not being or becom¬ 
ing who they really are.” 

Dr Hamlin confirmed: “I felt great 
when I came out, the pressure on my 
chest was released and I was able to 
fully embrace my true identity and 
gender.” 

Yet it remains that however hard it is 
to reveal they are trans to friends and 
family, that news can be a major shock 
to friends and family and one which is 
difficult for them to copmrehend. 

“There are societies out there like 
Beaumont Partners and Spouses to 
lend support for people in that situa¬ 
tion,” says Dr Hamlin. “But what I 
would advise is that if someone you 
know explains they are trans, you 
just listen to them when they’re tell¬ 
ing you. Talk to them about it and 
about how they feel. Reassurance is 
the key thing, you need to tell them 
that you loved them as the gender 
they were born as, and that you love 
them still.”

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How Leeds Castle and a visit 
by JFK inspired White House 

As Donald Trump settles into life in America’s seat of power, it has emerged 
some of the most recognisable interior design took its inspiration from Kent

T HE redecoration of a 
number of rooms in Don¬ 
ald Trump’s new home, 
the White House, last cen¬ 
tury took inspiration from 
one of Kent’s most iconic landmarks, 
it has emerged. 

And one of its most famous former 
residents, John F. Kennedy, visited 
the county as a house party guest 
just before the Second World War. 

The fascinating history, unbe¬ 
knownst to many, has been revealed 
by heritage bosses at Leeds Castle, 
near Maidstone, which was built in 
1119. 

The state rooms at the castle are 
home to the type of interior design so 
inspirational, it warranted mirror¬ 
ing at arguably the most important 
building in the world. 

Some of the designs are still seen 
whenever the commander-in-chief 
addresses the United States, and in¬ 
deed the world, at White House me¬ 
dia events, meaning the likes of 


Barack Obama, George W. Bush and 
Ronald Reagan have all appeared on 
camera in front of designs first ap¬ 
pearing here in Kent. 

It began in 1933 when Olive, Lady 
Baillie, the Anglo-American heiress 
and owner of Leeds Castle, launched 
an intense client-dec orator relation¬ 
ship with Stephane Boudin - of influ¬ 
ential decorating house Jansen - 
spanning three decades and 
involving several houses including 
her London residence. 

From 1935 Boudin embarked upon 
what was to be one of his most cele¬ 
brated interiors with the redecora¬ 
tion of Leeds Castle featuring Louis 
XV-style panelling, which fooled 
even the greatest connoisseurs of pe¬ 
riod architectural detail. 

Frenchman Boudin was to become 
one of the best designers of the 20th 
century with clients including crown 
princes of Europe and famously the 
Kennedys for the redecoration of the 
White House from 1961 until 1963. 

The interior designs featured in a 
television documentary presented by 
JFK’s wife, Jackie, and achieved near- 
iconic status in the history of Ameri¬ 


can decorative arts and design. 

In 1936 at Leeds Castle, in place of 
the former breakfast room, Boudin 
and Lady Baillie created a large 
drawing room, with antique yellow 
damask upholstered walls, capped 
by a Baroque design continuous 
quilted valance - or lambrequin - 
which was elaborately detailed with 
ornamental tapes and tassels. 

The same French textile manufac¬ 
turer Tassinari & Chatel, who creat¬ 
ed a yellow silk damas design for 
Lady Baillie, also produced the yel¬ 
low silk curtain, Lampas ‘Maison 
Blanche’, for the East Room in the 
White House, a design which can 
still be seen today on curtains be¬ 
hind the president and heads of state 
during press conferences. 

The state and ground-floor rooms 
of the White House borrowed details 
from previous Jansen commissions, 
including the library and dining 
room of Leeds Castle, serving as in¬ 
spiration for their White House 
counterparts. 

The distressed blue and white 
scheme of the panelled Vermeil 
Room was based on that of Lady 


Baillie’s bedroom at Leeds Castle. 

In the newly released film about 
JFK’s wife, ‘Jackie’, Natalie Portman’s 
Mrs Kennedy speaks of the “histori¬ 
cal significance of objects and arte¬ 
facts, perhaps more so than humans, 
for standing the test of time, for their 
beauty and style. 

“It is through redecoration [of the 
White House interiors] that we are 
able to meet the figures that shaped 
our history.” 

The association between the 
Kennedys and Lady Baillie extends 
beyond interior design; in November 
1938 JFK visited Leeds Castle as a 
house party guest with his elder 
brother Joseph Kennedy and his sis¬ 
ter Kathleen, later to become Lady 
Hartington. 

In June 1939, Joseph and Kathleen 
returned to Leeds Castle with the 
president’s sister Eunice who, ac¬ 
cording to the Leeds Castle visitor 
book, recalls her brother Joe playing 
tennis with other members of the 
party. 

The legacy and conservation of 
Boudin’s designs continue today, as 
the heritage team at Leeds Castle 



oversees redecoration works in the 
Yellow Silk Drawing Room from Jan¬ 
uary to March 2017. 

Last month, Zenzi Tinker Conser¬ 
vation, a highly respected textile 
conservator, removed the lambre¬ 
quin from the drawing room walls 
for conservation cleaning.

cantly deteriorated beyond repair. 

The Yellow Silk Drawing Room 
re-opens to the public in April.

The Undercover Festival confirms its eclectic line-up for Dreamland debut 


S INGER-songwriter Tom 
Robinson - best known for 
his hits 2-4-6-8 Motor¬ 
way and War Baby - has 
been confirmed as the 
headliner for the Undercover Festi¬ 
val at Margate’s Dreamland later 
this year. 

The event is shifting from its 
regular home in Brighton to the 
Thanet seaside resort for its fifth 
annual outing. 

The two-day festival, which 
describes itself as “one of the best 
small alternative festivals the 
south has to offer” takes place over 
September 8-9. 

Other performers include Eddie 
and the Hot Rods, Doctor and the 
Medics, the Angelic Upstarts, Ruts 
DC and Geno Washington and the 
Ram Jam Band. 

Festival goers will be able to 
experience the rides at the park 


with all performances taking place 
undercover. 

Explained Organiser Mick 
Moriarty: “With the latest additions 
we have finally put in place a 
line-up that we believe is packed 
with bands that should appeal to 
most that like their music alterna¬ 
tive. We believe we have most bases 
covered and we guarantee an X 
Factor Free zone as there is no place 
for that on our stages. 

“Preparations are going well and 
ticket sales are up on last year. 

“We believe the usual run-of- 
the-mill festivals tend to book 
bands that in the main are broadly 
similar - and way too safe. We try 
for a line up and experience that is 
something different and appeals to 
a crowd definitely not catered for 
elsewhere. 

“Being a small independent 
grassroots festival is tough because 


media attention is always on the 
big boys. But we’ve got through to 
our fifth year and we’re going 
strong because what we have 
created really has struck a chord 
with people who like their music 
raw and full of the passion and 
energy that only acts like ours 
generate.” 

The Undercover Festival grew 
out of a small tent tucked in the 
back corner of the now departed 
GuilFest in Surrey. Tickets cost £75 
for the two-days and are on sale 
now. 

Kent’s festival scene has 
undergone something of a 
shake-up over recent years. 

Gone are previous summer 
highlights such as the Hop Farm 
Festival in Paddock Wood - which 
attracted the likes of Prince, 
Morrissey, Bob Dylan, Lou Reed 
and Ray Davies - and Canterbury’s 


popular Lounge on the Farm, 
which included sets by Ellie 
Goulding, Nile Rodgers, Emeli 
Sande, Soul II Soul, Fun Lovin’ 
Criminals and The Vaccines. 

While two incarnations of the 
Hop Farm buckled under financial 
pressures, Lounge had been 
expected to return this summer - 
but as yet there appears to be no 
movement on when - or where it 
could be held. It was forced to leave 
its regular home at Merton Farm 
after nine years following its last 
outing in 2014. 

More recently, the county has 
played host to the rock extrava¬ 
ganza of Mote Park’s The Ramblin’ 
Man Fair in Maidstone, which has 
showcased the likes of Whitesnake, 
Hawkwind and Europe, and A New 
Day in Faversham which this year 
stars Big Country and Uriah Heep 
among others.

F OR those of a certain vin¬ 
tage, or simply an appe¬ 
tite for divine comedy 
timing, then the magic of 
Laurel and Hardy will not 
be a stranger to you. 

Easy to dismiss the genius of the 
duo, they rose to prominance dur¬ 
ing the 1920s in silent movies then 
united to deliver a series of memo¬ 
rable shorts and feature length 
movies which captured the hearts 
of the world during their hey-day 
of the 1930s. 

And it is the relationship be¬ 
tween the two individuals who 
will forever be united in our collec¬ 
tive memories which lies at the 
heart of a moving one-man stage 
show which heads to Tonbridge 
this month - performed by a man 
familiar to millions. 

Jeffery Holland has been a regu¬ 
lar on sit corns through the years - 
most notably as comic Spike in the 
long-running Hi-De-Hi and You 
Rang M’Lord. He also had roles in 
Dad’s Army and Coronation Street. 

But in recent years he has won 
critical acclaim for his show And 
This Is My Friend Mr Laurel. 


Set in the bedroom of a sick - and 
ultimately dying - Oliver Hardy, 
the show takes place during Lau¬ 
rel’s visit to his long time comedy 
partner and close friend. 

In it, they recount their past suc¬ 
cess and lives in what is both a hu¬ 
morous and touching look at one 
of the great cinematic partner¬ 
ships of the last century. 

Oliver Hardy died in 1957 at the 
age of 65 after suffering several 


years of ill health and a major stroke. 
Stan Laurel, who was born and 
grew up in Lancashire before tour¬ 
ing the US in 1910 in a company 
which included a young Charlie 
Chaplin, was devastated by his pass¬ 
ing and refused to perform again - 
although remained loyal to the duo’s 
fanbase, most notably always taking 
time to reply to letters from fans. He 
died in 1965 aged 74. 

The duo famously appeared in 


Kent in 1947 as the star turns to 
open the Romney Hythe and 
Dymchurch light railway. 

Mr Holland co-wrote the one- 
act play with award-winning writ¬ 
er Gail Luow and it has toured 
since first debuting back in 2013.

L OVE him or loathe him, 
there’s no ignoring Rus¬ 
sell Brand and this year 
he will be bringing his 
stand-up show to a string 
of Kent theatres this year. 

The talented performer - who 
has risen from comedian to TV pre¬ 
senter to DJ and Hollywood movie 
star - will be playing dates in 
Chatham, Margate, Canterbury 
and Tunbridge Wells as part of his 
Re:Birth UK tour. 

The star will be talking media, 
politics, sex, fatherhood and death 
during the jaunt, which will, as 
usual, showcase his controversial 
brand of humour and opinion. 

He said of the show: “How do we 
make sense of the madness of our 
lives once we become parents?

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Tom Kerridge talks to Keeley Bolger about losing 11 stone and boozy nights with his chef friends... 


D IETING is a divisive sub¬ 
ject, not least with the 
current debate surround¬ 
ing clean eating, but chef 
Tom Kerridge is open- 

minded. 

The cheerful TV foodie has lost list 
over the course of three years on his 
self-devised regime, bidding bye-bye 
to big boozy sessions with his ‘naugh¬ 
ty boy chef mates’, exercising daily 
and skipping certain types of carbo¬ 
hydrates like potatoes and rice, in fa¬ 
vour of high-protein food like meat 
and eggs, as well as plenty of leafy 
greens. 

Now, he’s sharing his recipes with 
the world in his latest cookbook, Tom 
Kerridge’s Dopamine Diet: My Low- 
Carb, Stay-Happy Way To Lose Weight. 


“There are so many different diets 
and so many things that appeal to so 
many different people,” he says, in his 
distinctive Gloucestershire burr. 
“This diet is high-protein led, and 
might not suit somebody else. 

“The key to it is finding the one that 
suits you,” adds the 43-year-old. 
“That’s really important. Fitness 
bloggers, people into eating raw food 
- it’s great because it takes all sorts. 
The idea of eating loads of raw food; I 
couldn’t stay on that for three years 
but there are other people who could, 
and there are people who couldn’t 
stay on what I do for three years.” 

The fact he was able to stick to his 
diet - the first he’s ever tried - for so 
long was partly because it embraces 
an unlikely snack.

“Pork scratchings contain no car¬ 
bohydrate - they’re all protein,” he 
explains with a chuckle. “I’ve lost the 
best part of 11-stone while eating 
pork scratchings. That’s got to be the 
perfect diet, surely! ” 

At over six foot, Kerridge, who 
made his name after winning The 
Great British Menu in 2011, made a 
pact with himself to become healthier 
before reaching his 40th birthday. 

“It’s not hard... There are more 
blokes like me - 40 years old, fat and 
bald - there’s plenty of us around, 
more than there are 40-year-old, six- 
pack, chiselled-jaw geezers,” he rea¬ 
sons. 

“You think it’s hard to say to your 
peer group but there are more of them 
that will embrace and understand it, 


and probably join you on the journey 
than you think. If I can do it, anyone 
can do it. I’m no different to anybody 
else. I just decided I needed to do 
something, and that’s the difference.” 

And while he’s soon to be seen in a 
new food BBC food series, the chef, 
who contributed to Bake Off’s spin-off 
show, The Great British Bake Off: 
Creme de la Creme, rules out joining 
Paul Hollywood on the new series for 
Channel 4. 

“For me, I love working with the 
BBC,” says Kerridge. “I’m very happy 
working with them. I love what the 
BBC stand for and I love working for 
them, so at this point, I wouldn’t.” 

The chef adds that his new lifestyle 
has made life as a dad easier for him 
and wife Beth.

Britain’s new car market is one 
of the most diverse in the world, 
with 40-plus brands offering 
nearly 400 different ranges, and 
with 70 new product launches 
already planned for 2017.

L AST year was a record 
year for UK car 
registrations, rising 2.3 
per cent against 2015 to 
nearly 2.7 million. 

And while the motor industry’s 
mouthpiece, the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT), warned that 2017 will 
fall short of that record, it should 
still be another whopper. 

SMMT chief executive Mike 
Hawes said: “Despite 2016’s 
political and economic uncertain¬ 
ties, the UK’s new car market 
delivered another record perform¬ 
ance as carmakers offered an 
incredible range of innovative and 
high tech models. 

“2017 may well be more 
challenging as sterling deprecia¬ 
tion raises the price of imported 
goods but, with interest rates still 
at historic lows and a range of 
new models arriving in 2017, 
there are still many reasons for 
consumers to consider a new car 
in 2017.” 

Key reasons for 2016’s success 
remain: lots of model 
choice and low interest 
rates, with the 
persuading 
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F UEL prices may be better 
than they were a couple of 
years ago, but past price 
hikes had already helped 
force a downshift in 
preferred car size. 

Insurance premiums, greater 
environmental awareness, 
and punitive road tax on larger 
cars, have also steered us away 
from typical family cars, once 
epitomized by those ubiquitous 
Fords, the Cortina, Sierra and 
Mondeo, and squeezed us into family 
hatchbacks first, and now super¬ 
minis. 

The supermini, and even smaller 
city car, now command around 40 
per cent of new car sales, followed by 
family hatchbacks with around 25 
per cent. 

It might not be long though before 
family hatchbacks are under threat 
too from the new kid on the block, 
the crossover and its sometime 
parent, the SUV (Sports Utility 
Vehicle). 

As the name implies, the crossover

straddles several sectors by being 
part family hatch, part MPV 
(multi-purpose vehicle) or people 
carrier, and part SUV. 

Nobody is saying this burgeoning 
sector will catch the supermini/city 
car though, which packs so much 
into a small package. 

Even the commonality of 
the two-box supermini shape - dic¬ 
tated by the need for compact 
on-road dimensions - can be 
disguised by ever more imaginative 
customization, which is the 
industry’s trendiest and possibly 
most lucrative innovation in recent 


years. 

This might be a roof 
of a different colour, 
pattern or decal 
such as a flag, or it 
could be special 
wheels, bespoke 
door mirrors, or a 
wild paint job; 
small cars may have 
similar proportions, but they don’t 
have to look alike.

SEAT is on a roll. For too long the Cinderella of the 
giant VW group, the Spanish brand now has a 
strong image of its own and burgeoning sales, 
boosted late last year by the excellent Ateca mid¬ 
size SUV’s arrival. 

But the sales rally had already started with the 
success of the stylish third generation Leon family 
hatchback - Seat’s VW Golf/Ford Focus equiva¬ 
lent - and this has now had a facelift to keep it on 
the upward trend. 

In truth, there was nothing wrong with the 
rakish body style - a Leon trademark across all 
three generations - but the revised car gets a full 
set of bright new LED lights and indicators. 

There’s also a new bumper design plus stretched 
grille with more chrome, designed to add to the 
car’s presence and take it upmarket. 

That last point is echoed inside, where a higher quali¬ 
ty finish belies Seat’s poor reputation of the past. There’s 
also a quieter ambience on the move and an array of 
safety features already showcased on the Ateca. 

An all-new eight-inch infotainment touch¬ 
screen is combined with wireless smartphone 
charging, Apple CarPlay or Android Auto and 
there is even a mobile phone booster for areas 
where the signal is poor. 

And just in case you were unaware of Seat’s 


loftier ambitions these days, there’s a new flag¬ 
ship trim too, Xcellence. 

A good spread of petrol and diesel power is of¬ 
fered, but the eye-catching newcomer is a 
punchy new 115PS/bhp 1.0 litre three-cylinder 
turbocharged petrol unit. The VW group’s ex¬ 
cellent double-clutch DSG auto/manual gear¬ 


boxes are an option. 

Prices are expected to start at £17,000 when 
the new look range arrives with dealers this 
month and all three previous body formats are 
available: the sleek five-door, racy three-door SC 
(Sports Coupe) and elegant load-lugging estate 
model - the ST (Sports Tourer).

Book a test drive 
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Gallic charm up against German class 


It might have a fancy name but Renault’s new Megane Sport Tourer is an old 
school estate with trendy looks. But do the extra frills make it a real contender? 



G ERMAN premium brands 
started it with so-called 
‘lifestyle estates’ and 
fancy names like Touring 
and Avant. 

Owners thinking that they were 
buying into the country set didn’t 
worry then that those posh labels 
might be euphemisms for ‘missing’ - 
as in load space. 

No, lifestyle estates weren’t always 
good load luggers, but while estate 
cars have undoubtedly become 
cooler - acquiring a plethora of 
names in place of the now despised 
e-word - most carmakers know they 
must walk the talk on stowage space. 

So Renault gets top marks for the 
new generation Megane Sport Tourer, 
not only a sleek (whisper it) estate car 
with a racy label, but a decent load 
carrier offering a 580-litre boot - 
that’s up with the sector leaders. 

It also has one of the most versatile 
load areas; fold the front seat down 
too and the car takes a 2.77-metre 
load - the longest in its class. The 
60/40 split rear seat can also be 
quickly unlocked and folded. 

And that’s just its appeal as an estate 
car, but there is also a solidity and 
quality about the latest Megane 
line-up that brings the French brand 


back into contention with robust rivals 
such as the Golf, Astra and Focus. 

But Renault wouldn’t be Renault if 
it didn’t throw in some fancy gizmos: 
Maybe the remote control entry/ 
ignition fob resembling a posh bar of 
courtesy soap would continue to 


charm, or I’d still oooh and aaah at 
atmospheric cabin lighting showing 
which driving mode I’m in, such as 
red for Sport and green for Eco. 

But I can’t see the clunky iPad 
wannabe touchscreen ever winning 
me over; even with familiarity, it 



would still be a distraction. 

But it’s hard not to like the Megane 
overall. Like other recent Renault 
successes like the Clio supermini and 
the Captur and Kadjar crossovers, it 
does have a certain Gallic je ne sais 
quoi and both hatchback and Sport

Tourer models are deceptively roomy, 
despite the sporty ambience inside. 

Out on the road, the Megane is 
‘modern French’; no more lolling on 
the bends as a sacrifice to equilib¬ 
rium over anecdotal Gallic cobbles. 

Instead, the comfort remains but 
handling is decently sharp, though 
keen drivers must check out GT models. 

The array of engines includes small 
and trendy turbocharged petrol units 
up to impressively smooth, clean and 
frugal diesels, but I particularly 
enjoyed the pacey and flexible 130hp 
1.6 diesel in the test car - 0-62mph in 
10 seconds and a remarkable 
70.6mpg (official combined). 

And if you are immune to soap bar 
key fobs, maybe a decent warranty 
will tempt you: Renault’s four years/ 
100,000 miles is one of the better 
ones.

HE may have been competing at the 
event year after year, but Sevenoaks 
skier Kaylan Huisman does not think 
that gives him any advantage over 
the first timers as he prepares to com¬ 
pete at the English Alpine Champion¬ 
ships, in Italy.

Two unbeaten prospects have fallen at 
the hands of the 21-year-old from Anda- 
lucia so Dennis will need to be at his best 
on the night. 

For Dennis, 33, this will be his first fight 
since he ripped the Southern Area belt 
away from champion Nicky Jenman in 
front of his home crowd in Brighton last 
November, earning him a top 20 ranking 
in the talent-laden 1601bs division topped 
by Billy Joe Saunders. 

The middleweight prospect is eyeing 
bigger honours in 2017 but says he will 
happily defend his area title while he 
awaits the call for bigger shots.
